THE NAMES OF THE VICTIMS. 


Heroic Rescue of a Woman by a 
Policeman — Well-known Sport- 
iag Man, Al Adams, Loses His 
- Home-The Missing. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 7.—A few minuteg 
before 2 o’clock this (Friday) morn- 
ing, fire broke out in the five-story 
dwelling at No. 2 East Sixty-eighth 
street, the home of Wallace Andrews, 
president of t*_ New York Steam Heat- 
ing Company. The fire spread very rap- 
idly, and though the firemen made des. 
perate efforts to get the inmates out 
of the house, they were only partly 
lost, and several other members of the 
family were carried out unconscious. 

The house is in the very heart of the 
district occupied by the homes of New 
York’s richest millionaires. The heuse 
on the corner is occupied by H. O. Ar- 
mour, the wealthy beef packer. The 
house at No. 4 is occupied by Mr. Roths-. 
child. The firemen’ found it impossi- 
ble to save the Andrews house, and 
devoted most of their energies to sav- 
ing the Armour and Rothschild prop- 
erties. Many times both were on fire, 
but the vigilance of the firemen as often 
put out the flames. _ 

The five-story brown-stone house of 
Alfred Adams, No. 3 East Sixty-ninth 
street, was destroyed. | ' 

Several persons are still missing, and 
several firemen were injured while bat- 
tling with the flames. ;

JENNIE BURNS, a _laundress, 
jumped from the fourth floor to an ex- 
tension and was badly injured.. Taken 
to the ‘Presbyterian Hospital. 

ALICE WHITE, servant, taken to the 
Présbyterian Hospital, suffering from 
burns and partly overcome hy smoke. 

FIREMAN JEREMIAH BLAZINA, 
engine 44, fell during the fire and was 
badly hurt. He was taken to the Pres- 
b¥terian Hospital in a serious eonii- 
tion. 

Several other firemen were injured 
during the battle with the flames, but 
none seriously, and all were able to re- 
main with their companies. _ 

The fire broke out in the Andrews 
house, and spread so rapidly that 
when the firemen arrived in response to 
the first alarm, they found the interior 
of the house in flames. A second alarm 
was turned in, and the firemen made 
desperate efforts to get out the inmates 
of the house. Several members of the 
Andrews family were carried out un- 
conscious. 

The firemen were unable to get into 
the Andrews house as late as 3:30 
o’clock. The roof then caved in, and 
the interior was a seething cauldron 
of fire. Sparks shot high into the air 
as from a blast furnace, and several 
surrounding mansions were ignited, but 
in most cases firemen or servants were 
on the roofs with water and put the 
fires out in their incipiency. | 

They were not successful in the case 
of the handsome brownstone building 
of Alfred Adams, almost directly in 
line with the Andrews home, but two 
blocks north. It had no sooner caught 
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than the flames spread with alarming 


peed. 

Fortunately the family had been 
aroused by the other fire, and were 
all taken out by the police except one 
unknown woman and Mary Malone, 28 
vears old. a servant. The latter was 
seriously burned, and may die. She 
was taken to the Presbyterian Hospi- 
tal. 

In the case of the unknown woman 
a most heroic rescue was effected. The 
woman appeared on the coping on the 
fourth-floor window, and was about to 
jump, when the crowd yelled to her 
to wait. 
next house, No. 5, and dashed up the 
stairs to the fourth floor, on a level 
with the imperilled woman. Leaning 
far over the coping, he caught her by 
the arm. and with a mighty effort 
swung her out into space, and then 
drew her up into the room with him. 
The crowd wildly applauded the police- 
man’s act. The woman was sent to 
the Presbyterian Hospital. The dam- 
age to the Adams house is very heavy. 

Fireman C. Jacobs of truck 16, and 
Fireman John Carr of another com- 
pany, distinguished themselves during 
the burning of the Andrews house. 
They went into the flames repeatedly 
and brought people out. 

Alfred Adams, the owner of the Six- 
ty-ninth-street house, is said to be the 
well-known spoming man Adams.” 
At 4 o'clock there were six woinen in 
all at the Presbyterian Hospital. 
the excitement all of the inmates and. 
the extent of their injuries could not 
be learned. It is not impossible that the 
missing servants and some of the six 


| women are identical. 


There were two reports as to the 
identity of the body of a child taken 
from the Andrews house. The first re- 
port had it that Austin, 8 years old, 
was the victim. A short time after- 
ward, it was said that the body was 
that of Wallace, 3 years old. Three 
children, Austin, 8 years; Wallace, 3, 
and Frederick 2 years old, are- missing 
and are probably dead. 

Mr. Andrews and his wife have not 
been found, despité a thorough search 
of the neighborhood. They are both 
believed to have been lost in the flames. 
Andrews owned the house at No. 858 
Fifth avenue, which was connected 
with the house in which he lived by an 
“L” extension. The firemen had to run 
their line of hose through the Fifth- 
avenue house and the water damaged it 
considerable. 

B. H. Rothschild’s house was heavily 
damaged by fire in the upper floors and 
by water below. , He was obliged to 
move his family out, and -saved as 
much of his effects as he could in the 
excitement. 

Deputy Chief Purroy was in charge 
of the firemen, and the policeman re- 
serves of the several surrounding sta- 
tious. tere on guard. The neighbor- 
hood is one of the richest in the world, 
and the police were. on the. lookout for 
thieves who might advantage of 
the disorder to ply their trade. Deputy 
Purroy said it was a bad fire, and he 
feared there were many lives lost. 
‘LATER:—At 4:30 o’clock a policeman 
went through the Adams house, and on 
the third floor found the body of one 
of the servants, Mary McLaughlin, 60 
years old. She had been suffocated. 
The finding of this body made three 
bodies taken out. The other two have 
been positively identified as those of 
Mrs. Georgia B. St. Jehn and her son 
Wallace, 3 years old. 

In addition to these three bodies, the 
police know of four more bodies in the 
building, making the total of known’ 
dead seven. 

Policeman Gilmore and Policeman 
Lydeck found Mrs. St. John just as she 
was dying. She was carried to the 
Rothschild house, where she died within 
a few minutes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Andrews lived on the 
second floor. Mrs. St. John, her three 
children and two servants, Kate Dow- 
ney -and Marie Roth, were on the 
third floor. wal 

At 3:45 o’clock, Eva Peterson, 32 
Ann Nearly, 21 years 
“of age; Mary Flanagan, 24 years old, 
and Mary Bolan, 19 years old, all ser- 
vants, are among the missing.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—With full 
honors of war upon the crest of the 
southern slope of Arlington Cemetery 
this afternoon, the nation, represented 
by President McKinley, his Cabinet 
and other high dignitaries of the gov- 
ernment, the commanding general of 
the army end other distinguished offi- 
cers all the regular and militia ore 
ganizations of the District, and a vast 
concourse of 15,000 people, paid the 
last tender tribute of honor and re- 


spect to the bodies of 336 officers and 


men who gave their lives on distant 
battlefields for their country during 
the Spanish-American wer. 

The spot selected for the burial is in 
the new addition to the cemetery look- 
ing out.upon the Potomac River. In 
this burial lot, which covers two acres 
in extent, the wooden boxes containing 
the caskets were arranged in parallel 
rows, separated by great mounds of 
earth. Over each box an American 
flag was draped. There was no par- 
ticular order in the disposition of the 
remains, though an exception was 
made in the case of the officers. The 
boxes containing the bodies of Capt. 
Edgar Hubert of the Bighth United 
States Infantry; Lieut. T. I. Barnett, 
Ninth United States Infantry; Lieut. 
William Wood, Twelfth United States 
Infantry; Lieut. R..S. Turman, Sixth 
Infantry, and Lieut. Francis Creigh- 
ton. United States Volunteer Signal 
Corps, were placed at the head of the 
line of graves, immediately under the 
eye ofthe Presidential party. Of 
ihe «fers, full: 70 per cent. are 
identified.

The Rev. Father McGee then conse- 
crated with the churchly power  in- 
vested in him the earth into which 
the bodies of the Catholic soldiers were 
placed.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

The government departments 
and the Federal courts were all closed 
at noon, and the flags over the govern- 
ment buildings, barracks, navy yard 
and the forts along the Potomac, were 
half-masted. The

That they 
are the sole instigators of the rebel- 
lion, there can be no doubt. and their 
methods show that the instinct of the 
savage still nredominates. 

For instance, despite their boasted 
intelligence and humanitarianism. the 


Tagalos have frequently been seen to 


drive their scared ‘allies into half- 
constructed earthworks at the points 
of their bayonets, knowing full well 
that they would be shelled out again 
by the American § artillery immedi- 
ately. Again, one of their favorite 
means of decoying their foes into the 
open is that of showing a white flag. 
Worse still, they have been guilty, 
repeatedly, of the barbarism of shoot- 
ing volleys at hospital ambulances, 
both in the open and while returning 
from the front. Mutilation of the 
enemy’s dead is another evidence of 
their. boasted civilization. If our 
troops retire for strategic purposes, 
a glorious victory is heralded all over 
the country, and, according to the 
stories related by the natives, more 
Americans are being killed every day 
than ‘have yet been landed on the 
islands. 

In the matter of exaggerating the 
enemy's loss, however, they are not 
alone, for our troons are very prone 
to fall into the same error, in fact. to 
hear the men relating the execution 
they had done during the day at sup- 
per time, one might be led to believe 
the countrv was strewn with dead 
Filipinos.

KNOWS ALL ABOUT IT. 

At Least Bryan Succeeds in Issuing 
n Book on Imperialism. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, April 6.—William Ji 
Bryan is to publish a book entitled “Re- 


tion,” in which he discusses territorial 
expansion from every standpoint his. 
argument being supplemented by chap- 
ters dealing with phases of the sub- 
ject by Andrew Carnegie, George F. 
Hoar, John W. Daniels, Henry M. Tel- 
ler and other statesmen and scnolars. 
As to imperialism, Bryan says: 

‘Imperialism finds its inspiration in 
dollars, not in duty. It is not cur duty 
to burden our people with increased 
taxes in order to give a few speculators 
an opportunity for exploitation; it is 
not our duty to sacrifice the best blood 
of our nation in tropical jungles in an 
attempt to stifle the very sentiments 
which have given vitality to American 
institutions: it is not our duty to deny 
the people of the Philippines the rights 
for which our forefathers fought from 
Bunker Hill to Yorktown. Imperialism 
has been-described as ‘the white man’s 
burden,’ but since it crushed the 
wealthv producer beneath an increas- 
ing weight of taxes, it might with more 
propriety be called ‘the poor mans 
load.’ 

“If the peace commissioners had de- 
manded a harbor and coaling station 
in the Philippines, and had required 


to the -Filipinos, as she surrendered 
Cuba to the Cubans, we would not now 
be considering how to let go of the 
islands. If the sum of $20,000,000 had 
been necessary to gecure Spain’s re- 
lease, the payment of the amount by 
the Filipinos might have been guar- 
anteed by the United States.” 

Bryan also says that “‘the purpose of 
annexation is to apply to the govern- 
ment of the Filipinos methods familiar 
to the people of Europe and Asia, but 
new in the United Sfates. This depart- 
ure from traditions was not author- 
ized by the people. Whether it will be 
ratified by them remains to be seen. 
The responsibility rests first upon Con- 
gress, and afterward upon that power 
which makes Congresses. Whatever 
mav be the wish of individuals or the 
interests.of parties, we may rest as- 
sured that the final disposition of the 
Philippine question will conform to the 
deliberate judgment of voters, the con- 
stitutional court of last resort,. from 
whose decision there is no appeal.”

Capt. Neil Gaines, 
fin charge of the relief @f the destitute 
of Havana, and provost of this city, 
has declined to give a receipt and thus 
make himself accountable for 50,000 
cans of beef, 300 cans of tomatoes and 
quantities of dried apples and other 
stores, knowing that part of these pro- 
visions are spoiled. The provisions are 
in warehouse No. 9, at Regla. Chief 
Commissary Bartlett, in the absence of 
(nief Commissary A. L:. Smith, wrote 
to Capt. Gaines five days ago, direct- 
ing him, by order of the division com- 
mander, to receive from Maj. J. C. 
Mulliken of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, these stores. | 

Capt. Gaines, however, saw a. lot of. 
spoiled meat, and asked Gen. Ludlow 
to cause an inspection to be made. 
Maj. Mulliken was unwilling to wait 
for the inspection, as he was being. 
mustered out, and the department in- 
spector, by Gen. Ludlow’s order, inves- 
tigated the matter on Sunday and 
found enough rotten meat to cause the 
asking for a board of survey. 

In this connection it is asserted that 
Maj. Mulliken’s clerk, Benson, _ told 
Capt. Gaines that half the contents of 
the warehouse had been assorted before 
Gen. Ludlow had time to order a sur- 
vey board, and it is added that Gen. 
Ludlow received a communication 
from division headquarters asking to 
know by what right the department in- 
spector had been examining division 
supplies. 

Gen. Ludlow replied yesterday, quot- 
ing Bartlett’s letter to Gaines, and go- 
ing further into the subject. Chief 
Commissary Smith is reported to have 
received a letter from the Acting 
Commissary-General at Washington, 
asking him to destroy spoiled meat 
without action on the part of the board 
of survey, though such action is the 
usual proceeding, according to the reg- 
ulations. Following Smith’s instruc- 
tions, Benson says 4000 cans of spoiled 
meat have been thrown into the bay. 

Smith, it further appears, instructed 
Gaines about February 20 that there 
was no need to ask for the appoint- 
ment of boards of survey in the case 
of tainted meat, but to destroy it, as 
goods so disnosed of will be replaced, 
whereupon Gaines destroyed 400 cans. 
The packers are said to be glad to re- 
place damaged meat with ‘00d meat. ~ 

Smith has returned from Washington 
and has gone to Matanzas.’ It is 
claimed that the refrigerated meats 
supplied by contract with a Chicago 
firm to the United States troops at 
Marianao and Havana is in part unfit 
for food. For instance, it is pointed 


out, at 8 o’clock this morning a quan- 


tity of meat was brought from the re- 


-frigerated—meat warehouse, near Ma- | 


rianao to the Concha Railroad. station. 
There about 335 pounds of the meat 
were served to the commissaries of the 
Third Battalion of the Second Engi- 
neers, and was covered with canvas 
and taken, in less than thirty minutes, 
to La Punta, to be distributed. But it 
is asserted that from 10 to 20 per cent. 
of the méat spoiled and had to he 
trimmed off. The same thing, it 1s 
added, occurred every morning at all 
camps supplied with this meat. 
The contention of the inspectors is that 
the outside meat is spoiled before it 
goes to the refrigerated meat ware- 
houses, and that it is not spoiled In 
transit. The inside meat is good, but 
after the bad meat is trimmed off there 
is not enough. left for the regulation 
ration of twenty ounces to each man. 
The standpoint of the men is that thev 
are entitled to twenty ounces of good 
meat, and that, as the outside meat is. 
always bad, enough should be supplied 
by the contractors to allow of trim- 
eso as the soldiers are now the only 
losers.

RAILS WHICH WILL BE LATD DUR-|} 


ING THE YEAR. 


Twenty States and Territories Have 
Over a Hundred Miles Under 
Contract or Coastruction—Impor. 
tant Links and Extensions Un- 
der Way. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, April 6.—The Railway Age 
in its next issue will publish the fol- 
lowing: 3 

“There is every indication that no less. 
than 5000 miles of new railway will be 
built in the United States in 1899, rep- 
resenting an investment of about $150,- 
000,000. At the present time over 4000 
are under contract, or actually under 
construction. The following States 
have over 100 miles of line under con- 
tract or under construction: Pennsyl- 
vania, 160; West Virginia, 140; Vir- 
ginia, 100; North Carolina, 182; Geor- 
gia, 146; Florida, 153; Alabama, 109; 
Louisiana, 144; Michigan, 171; Illinois, 
185: Minnesota, 135; Iowa, 291; Indian 
and Oklahoma Territories, 104; Arkan- 
sas, 216; Texas, 106 (including 82 miles 
of grade, most of Which was completed 
last year;) California, 175; Idaho, 207; 
Oregon, 127; Washington, 180. 

“Many important extensions and 
connecting links are being undertaken 
by some of the largest systems in the 
West which ‘have the money on hand 
to complete the work. Among these are 
the Illinois Central, Chicago and North- 
western, Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific; Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul; 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific and 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com- 
pany. The Illinois Central alone will 
add nearly 200 miles of line, including 
its Omaha extension, 130 miles; con- 
necting links in Mississippi, 54 miles, 
and a coal branch ten miles long’ in 
Alabama. 

“The Chicago and Northwestern has 
187 miles under contract or actually un- 
der construction in Minnesota and 
Iowa, which is being built principally 
to give that company a more direct line 
between St. Paul and Minneapolis and” 
Omaha. In addition, this road has 150 
miles surveyed or under survey, a 

e 
Great Northern has not less than 125 
miles under construction, and the Rock 
Island is building a line in Southwest- 
ern Oklahoma, of which forty miles of 
track have already been laid since the 
first of the year. The Northern Pacific 
and Oregon Railroad and Navigation 
Company have large forces at work on 
extensions in Washington and Idaho. 
Another important line which will be 


is the Choctaw and Memphis, which is 
being built from Home, I. T., to Little 
Rock, Ark.. 164 miles, to wnite thé 
Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf and the 
Little Rock and Memphis roads. Work 
is being pushed with all possible speed 
on this line, and several thousand men 
are at work. 

“While most of the new roads added 
this year will be in the South and 
Southwest, the work is by no means 
confined to those sections, eight Cen- 
tral Northern and Northwestern States 
showing nearly 1000 miles either under 
contract or under construction. There 
will also be a laree mileage added in 
the Pacific States this vear. work heing 
in progress on over 900 miles at the 
present time. Statistics of the new 
rsilroads built in 1898 show a total of 
2082.6 miles of track laid in forty-six 
States and Territories.”

The Detroit Ordered There to Pro- 
tect American Interests.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The cruise-

post haste to Bluefields, Nicaragua, for

in communication with the United 
States Consul at that point, and where 
he may also receive further instruc- 
tions. She is also likely to make a 
very brief stop at Greytown. Her dis- 
patch under hurry orders ig at the ur. 
gent request of the State Department, 
to which American residents, both at 
Bluefields and in Costa Rica have ap- 
pealed for protection. of American 1n- 
terests. The arbitrary and extortion- 
ate policy adopted by Gen. Torres at 
Bluefields, who on more than one oc- 
casion has made himself persona non 
grata to this government, and whose 
restoration to power at this time has 
been followed by acts which American 
residents resent and protest against, 's 
the main cause of the vessel's d‘spatch. 

The’ State Department at the same 
time has cabled instructions to ‘he: 
United States diplomatic representative 
at Bluefields to lodge an energetic pro. 
test with the Nicaraguan government 
against the action of Gen. Torres and 
a disregard of this protest will be fol- 
lowed by a more positive step on the 
part of this government. 

In Costa Rica, the American business 
interests and residents are in trouble 
as a result of an insurrect’onary move- 
ment. It is understood that the insur- 
gents are levying forced loans on them 
besides collecting exorbitant ani doubl- 
duties on imports. 

WARSHIPS NEEDED, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


NEW ORLEANS, April 6.—A letter 
to the Picayune from Bluefields, Nica- 
ragua, dated March 31, says that Gen. 
Torres, the special agent of President 
Zelaya, again notified the merchants 
they would have but twenty-four hours 
to avain pay the duties which had been 
paid to Treasurer of Nicaragua who 
served after the revolution began. 
Torres also undertook to prohibit the 
American consular agent from cabling 
to Washington or the President of 
Nicaragua at Managua. He is in 
charge of the telegraph which lead to 
both the capital and to San Juan del 
Sur. the cable station. 

The American Consul, after discover- 
ing that it would be impossible to se- 
cure satisfactory informafion from 
Torres, withdrew with the American 
merchants, who accompanied him, to 
the palace. At this meeting, Torres 
also declined to state what steps wil! 
be taken to force the American mer- 
chants to submit to double charges. 
A vessel was chartered promptly. and 
after considerable difficulty a _ clear- 
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vessel sailed for Port Limon, Costa 
Rica, with dispatches for the govern- 
ment. The Consul in these dispatches 
asks that at least two warships be 
sent to Bluefields at once. : 
The next move Torres made was to 
issue an order to double the duties, 
notwithstanding that the schedule of 
duties for this section of the republic 
have been fixed by a law passed by 
Congress. This law has never been 
amended or repealed. A very ener- 
getic demonstration on the part of the 
American navy is greatly needed. 


MR. WHITE ACCEPTS. 


Will Represent the United States at 
the Peace Conference. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

BERLIN, April 6.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} When Andrew D. White, the 
United States Ambassador, yesterday 
told the correspondent here of the As- 
sociated Press, in reply to an inquiry 
on the subject, that he knew nothing of 
the report that he had been appointed 
to represent the Unitéd States at the 
peace conference, his appointment had 


really not arrived, owing partly to the 
fact that Mr. White deliberated for a) 
long while. - After;speaking tothe cor-? 
respondent, Mr. hite sent a cable ac- 
cepting the appointment, and today he 
informed the correspondent that he 
believes four delegates and one secre- 
tary will be sent to The Hague by the 
‘United States. The secretary, he 
added, will be a New Yorker, a friend 
of President McKinley, and a most 
competent man. 

Mr. White further expressed the be- 
lief that the conference will meet on 
the Czar’s birthday, May 18, and said 
that the report that the delegates 
would be instructed in a certain way 
was premature, and that in any case 
nobody thinks of asking the United 
States to reduce the size of the army. 
Mr. White also remarked that the 
United States is deeply interested in 
the arbitration feature to be discussed 
at the conference.

They are all men 
of seholarshin, fine linguists, and those 
attainments helpful in a congress rep- 
reseriting the nations, of the world, 
conducted under the diplomatic usage 
which makes French the accepted lan- 
guage. 

Mr. White is best known in the fields 
of education and diplomacy. After 
graduating at Yale, class of °53, he 
went to Europe for several years of 
historical study. mainly at Berlin and 
Paris. For a time he was an attaché 
of the United States legation at St. 
Petersburg. Returning to this country 
he began his university career as pro- 
fessor of English literature 
Iniversity of Michizwan. Later he hbe- 
came the first president of Cornet!, nis 
service continuing from 1867 to: 2885, 
when he retired through ill-health.

THAT PROPOSED SWAP. 


REPRESENTATIVES IN WASHING- 
TON DISCUSS IT UNOFFICIALLY. 


Unabated Interest in the Proposi- 
tion That the Lnited States Ex- 
change the Philippines ia Re- 
turn for the British West Iadies, 


{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, April 6.—A special to 

the Herald from Washington says pub- 

lic men «here are discussing with un- 


the United States and Great Britain en- 
ter into an agréement by which ‘the 
United States shall turm «he sovereignty 
of the Philippines over to Great’ Brit- 


dies It is apparent that such an ex- 
change would be very popular in the 
United States and the only question in 
the minds of most is whether Great 
Britain could be induced to part with 
her West Indian possessions. It is sug- 
gested, however, that the possession of 
the Philippines would give Great Brit- 
ain such an advangage in the Far East, 
where the rivalry between the Euro- 
pean nations for trade is so sharp, that 
she might consider the islands-much 
more valuable than her West Indian 
possessions can possibly. be, 

It is believed that Great Britain, 
would insist on retaining possession oa 
some of the strongest strategic points 
in the West Indies, but the United 
States, would be perfectly willing to 
have her do so, while this country 
would retain a strong naval base in 
the Philippines. Representative New- 
lands of Nevada, a member of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, says he 
is heartily in favor of the pr6position 
to exchange the American interests in 
the Philippines for the English posses- 
sions in the West Indies. 

“I do not know how this proposition 
came up, nor do I know that England 
would consent to such an exchange as 
is suggested,’ he said. my part, 
I have always contended that if we pro- 
pose toen@erupon a policy of expansion, 
the most desirable field for us to enter 
is directly south of as, in the West In- 
dies. If we are going to expand, we 
should expand so as to take in as much 
additional territory as we can obtain 
that is contiguous to our own.country. 
[ have never believed, and I am not 
prepared to believe now, that! It is the 
intention of the present administration 
to enter upon a policy of permanent ex- 
pansioninthe Philippines. That territory 
is too remote to be of practical benefit 
io us, and it will take several genera- 
tions to teach the people of those isl- 
ands to understand and appreciate our 
form of free government. 

“In the West Indies an entirely dif- 
ferent condition of affairs exists. The 
people in the West Indies are to a cer- 
tain extent familiar with our system 
of governm@nt and our business insti- 
tutions, so that they could readily adapt 
themselves +o our ways if the Gccasion 
required them to exist under a free 


government. Of course, what I am say- 
ing is purely in a speculative way, for 
[ have not the slightest idea that Eng- 
land would consent to exchange her 
valuable West Indian passessions for 


Htake to follow up the ideas set forth in 


wunewniored and to my mind, un- 


certain commercial advantages sup- 
posed to prevail in the Philippines. 
From a practical standpoint and in the 
interest of the American people, I have 
no hesitation in saying the English pos- 
sessions in the West Indies would be 
far more profitable to us commercially 
and to safeguard us in case of a for- 
eign war, than the far away Philip- 
pines.”’ 

Senator McComas of Maryland was 
among th callers at ¢he White House 
today. He is not inclined to regard. 
seriously the proposition to exchange 
the British islands in the West Indies 
for the Philippines. “I have seen the 
suggestion made in the Herald,” he 
said, “but I am quite sure that the 
subject has never been presented to 
either government in an official form, 
hence it is hardly debatable. It is not 
likely that England would agree to 
such an exchange even if it should be 
proposed through. the regular channels 
of diplomacy. She fully appreciates 
the commercial and the stfategic value 
of her West Indies territory and it is 
preposterous to even imagine that she 
would be willing to part with her isl- 
ands in exchange for the Philippines. 
I have never heard the subject men- 
tioned in administration circles ‘and I 
do not consider such an exchange as a 
remote possibility.” 

Former Representative McCreary of 
Kentucky, who was chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs when the 
Democrats were last in control of the 
House, discussed the suggestion of an 
exchange of territory betaveen England 
and the United States while at the 
White House today. 

“The proposition for the United 
States to transfer her interests in the 
Philippines to England,” he said, ‘‘in 
returh for the relinquishment of the 
Queen's sovereignty over certain isl- 
ands in the West Indies, is a very in- 
teresting question. Itds a subject which 
I had not heard advanced until I saw 
itin the Herald. I am aware that Eng- 
land is very enterprising in her efforts 
to extend her ¢rade and broaden her 


territorial possessions. Whether she, 
would be willing’ ¢o give — her 
valuable possessions in the West 
Indies in exchanuge for the 


Philippines is a question I am not pre- 
pared to answer. We are told that Eng- 
land desires to extend her trade in the 
Far East. For that matter,» she_ be- 
lieves in. reaching out in every direc- 
tion when it is thought to be to her in- 
terest to do so, Her possessions in the 
West--Indies have always been re- 
garded as of great commercial advan- 
tage to her in connection with her «rade 
with South America. 

“If the United States is going to ex- 
pand, it might be to our advantage 
to acquire additional territory rearer 
home than the Philippines: I am not 
in the confidence of the present 2dmin- 
istration concerning its foreign policy, 
but I fancy the President will under-

IRON AGE REVIEW. 


Miners’ Strikes May Bring Serious 
Results—Another Misfortune. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 6-—In its re- 
view of trade conditions, the Iron Age 
will say: 

“The most disquieting piece of news 
during the week has been the. begin- 
ning of a strike among the iron ore 
miners of the Marquette district on 
Leake Superior, our advices being 
that 3000 men have already gone out. 
The situation is a delicate one. The 
mining companies sold this year’s out- 
put at an advance of only 20 cents 
per ton before the upward movement 
in iron and steel had become ro- 
nounced. They share very littl 
the general prosperity of the industry, 
and are reluctant to surrender that 
little. The requirements for ore this 
season are so enormous that any cessa- 
tion | of mining operations, brief though 
‘it be, would push the whole steel trade 
close to a famine. All the purchases 
of the ores from the mines affected 
would have to submit to a pro rata 
scaling down of deliveries. It is not 
yet known to What extent the Mar- 
qauette district union has succeeded in 
gaining a foothold in other ranges. 


fruit later on, is the delay in’ the 
opening of lake navigation, which 
seems to be a month later than it was 
last year. Under the enormous strain 
wich the whole industry is, the 
weanening of this important link im- 
pairs the efficiency of the whole, and 
may tell seriously upon an output 
which is sorely needed. The interests 
at stake are so great that it is difficult 
to escape the conclusion that some 
adiustment soon must be made. 

“In the foundry iron trade some 
symptoms of weakness have made their 
appearance. The publication of esti- 
mates of pig iron capacity available 
during the next three months, has had 
its effect. We believe that these esti-« 
mates will not be realized as soon as 
expected. Furnaces do not get into 
blast as soon as their managers hope 
that they will, Recent experience 
with a number of plants has proved 
that again. The preparations for re- 
sumption among idle furnaces un- 
doubtedly involve a large tonnage, but 
it will not become . available until 
many weeks after the time appointed. 

“In Bessemer pig the market has 
been quiet. Our Pittsburgh corre- 
spondent presents estimates, according 
to which the plants of the Bessemer pig 
iron association of the valleys have only 
about three hundred thousand tons 
unsold for the second half of the year. 

“TMhe rapid advance in and_ the 
scarcity of ferro-manganese, is leading 
to preparations for an increased pro- 
duction. Two large steel, works are 
now getting ready to produce ferro- 
manganese. 

‘The steel market is very dull. For 
what little business is coming up to 
$25.75 in the West, and $27.50 to $28 in 
the East is being realized. 

“Philadelphia has placed about 3000 
tons of plates for shipbuilding and 
ssome business has been done in the 
East. Beams Nave been advanced $2 
per ton, and quite _a number of good 
contracts for bridges and buildings 
are announced. among them a lot of

ELECTRIC WAVES. 


Meet With Success. 
P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 6—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says it 1s 
the confident. expectation of the officers 
of the. signal corps of the army that 
within a short time messages can be 
flashed to and from the War Depart- 
ment to Fort Myer, five miles away, 
without the aid of wires. Important 
experiments already made at Fort 
Myer by Col. James Allen, now acting 
chief of the signal service, and Lieut. 
George O. Squire, have demonstrated 
that it is practicable to transmit mes- 
sages by means:of electric waves pro- 
duced in the manner employed by 
Marconi. These officers have found 
that at a distance of 1000 yards they 
ean telegraph any message, and it is 
intended to increase the distances grad- 
ually until the War Department and 
Fort Myer are connected. 

Lieut. Squire said that he was much 
gratified at the results of the experi- 
ments, and he believes that when the 
experimental stage has been passed 
the system will be of much value for 
working between the shore and light- 
houses, communicating between vessels 
at sea, and for marine work generally. 
Perhaps the most important demon- 
stration so far made has been the im- 
possibility of exploding a magazine on 
board a modern ship by means of an 
electric wave. Lieut. Squire said that 
in the first place it would be necessary 
to have an operator on board the ship 
to be destroyed, and even then, it 
would be impossible to transmit the 
wave through iron. Placing the in- 
strument in an iron cage will prevent 
the waves from reaching their destina- 
tion, and a zinc screen also excludes 
them. 

As to the length of the waves, their 
energy is absorbed differently by dif- 
ferent substances. Thus, water and 
iron will absorb all their energy; glass 
absorbs nearly all, and paraffine and 
hard rubber absorb hardly any. Thus, 
they move through hard rubber and 
paraffine as light moves through air, 
glass or water—that is to say, with 
hardly any resistance—while glass lets 
very little of them through, and metal 
and water are impervious to them. 

Lieut. Squire estimates that the 
waves travel at the rate of 186,000 miles 
a second. At this rate, they - could 
reach the sun in eight minutes. In 
time of war, Lieut. Squire states, it is 
possible to fire a gun 500 yards away 
by means of a spark thrown that dis- 
tance.

NEW YORK, April 6.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Brussels says fresh 
details have been received regarding 
the arrival of the Belgian South Pole 
expedition in South America. The ex- 
pedition when stopped by ice, was near 
Alexander Island.

{San Francisco Chronicle:] An analy- | 
ture, requiring the publishers of news 
papers to cause the signatures of the 
writers of articles which may con= 
form to the definition of “defamatory” 
furnished by the new law to be 
pended thereto, clearly disv loses 
the sole purpose of those who framed 
and supported it was “to hamper the 


liberty of the press in such a fashion 
as to make it powerless to prevent 


political and 6ther rascals carrying out 
their schemes of depredation. — For- 
tunately, the professional ability of 
those who backed the infamous meas- 
ure Was not equal to their vindictive- 
ness. As a result, a law has been 
placed on: the statute books, the un- 
constitutionality of which may he de- 
tected by a Police Court shyster of the 
seventh grade. 

One of the provisions of the 
statute recites that: 

Where any publisher in the regular 
course of business publishes as news 
telegraphic dispatches not furnished or 
forwarded by its own correspondent or 
correspondents, but furnished and for- 
warded by telegraph as news by, a tel-/ 
egraphic news agency engaged in for- 
warding telegraphic news to various 
different publishers, and having an es- 
tablished business name as such a news 
agency, it shall be sufficient as t9 
such dispatches that the said business

be printed in connection with such dis- 


Here is a plain effort to discriminate 
in favor of a news association “as 
against the publisher of a newspaper. 
Such discrimination is expressly for- 
bidden by the Constitution, which de- 
clares: 

Article 1, section 11—All laws of a 
general nature shall have a uniform 
operation. 

The courts have construed this sec- 
tion, and they have reached the con- 
clusion that its meaning “is not that 
general laws must act -alike upon all 
subjects of legislation, or upon all cit- 
izens and persons, but that they shall 
operate uniformly or in the same man- 
ner upon all persons who stand in’ the 
same category—that is to say, upon 
all persons who stand in the same re- 


ileges and immunities conferred by it, 
or the acts which it prohibits.” (Smith 
vs. Judge Twelfth District, 17 Cal.. 554; 
French vs. Teschemacher, 24 Ibid., 
544: Bourland vs. Hildreth, 26 Ibid., 
2956: Brooks vs. Hyde, 37 Cal., 366.) 

Now there can be no doubt that the 
publisher of a newspaper in the city 
of San Francisco’ and the Associated 
Press ‘‘stand in the same: @ategory,”’ so 
far as the gathering of news and the 
dissemination of the same are con- 
cerned. illustrate: The Associated 
Press has a corps of correspondents 
who gather news al!! over the United 
States and transmit the same for pub- 
lication: so has the Chronicle. Yet. 
according to the provision of the law 
quoted above, the Associated Press. 
may forward its news and journals may 
print the same without the signatures 
of the correspondents who send it 
being appended, while the correspond- 
ents of the Chronicle who send news 
to the paper are compelled to append 
their signatures, under penalty of $1009 
in case of failure. 

When we investigate further the fo!- 
lowing absurdities are disclosed: The 
proprietor of the Chronicle is also 2 
member .of the Associated Press and 
a director of that corporation. In his

MORE BROADWAY SALES. | 

Closely following on the sale of the 
corner of Broadway and Eighth street, 
reported in this department last wetk, 
two other important sales have been 
made on South Broadway, thus con- 
firming -what The- Times said last 
week, to the effect that the sale at 
Broadway and Eighth would undoubt- 
edly direct renewed attention to prop- 
erty in that section, and lead to more 
sales. 

The northeast corner of Seventh and 
Broadway, 55 by 155 feet, has been sold 
by W. B. Stewart to Abe Haas, for 
$55,000. There is a building on the lot, 
which is said to be valued at $25,000, 
thus making the price paid for the 
real estate $30,000, or about $550 a front 
foot, which is just double the price paid 
a week ago by J. A. Graves for the 
corner of Broadway and Bighth streets. 
It is true that a big difference is made 
by real estate owners in the value of 
property on Broadway north and south 
of Seventh street, but the real differ- 
ence in value cannot be anything like 
so great as this. 

Mr. Graves has again entered the 
market as a purchaser, having bought 


the lot adjoining the corner of Broad-. 


way and Seventh, above mentioned, On 
the north. This lot is 56 feet front,

the property-owners have investigated: 


the matter of the proposed improve- 
ment to such an extent as to be reason- 
ably informed as to what is to be done, 
This applies to the owner who may live 
upon the street, but what of the owner 
who may be a non-resident, or who may 
live in a distant part of the city, nei- 
ther of whom see their property from 
one year’s end to another? The publi- 
cation of both the “ordinance of in- 
tention” and ‘notice of street work’”’ is 


made only in the official paper, which 


comparatively few see, whether living 
in the city or elsewhere. 

It is difficult to remedy this matter. 
It cannot be done legally in any other 
way, under the existing law, without 
affecting the legality of the proceedings. 
The only way to overcome the objec- 
tion appears to be for the City Council 


considering the question. but as yet it 
is impossible to state whether the de- 
cision in question does affect the valid- 
ity of the Vrooman act. There will 
probably have to be a test case to de- 
cide this question. Meantime, how- 
ever, the raising of the question will, 
undoubtedly have a prejudicial effect 
on these bonds.

“If the Peace Commissioners had 
demanded a harbor and coaling sta- 
tion in the Philippines and had _ re- 
quired Spain to surrender the rest of 
the land to the Filipinos as she sur- 
rendered Cuba to the Cubans, we 
would not now be considering how to 
let go of the islands. If the sum of 
twenty millions had been necessary’ 
to secure Spain’s release, the payment 
of the amount by the Filipinos might 
have been guaranteed by the United 
States. 

“The purpose of annexation is to 
apply to the government of the Fili- 
pinos methods familiar to the people 
of Europe and Asia, but new in the 
United States. This departure from 
traditions was not authorized by the 
people. Whether it will be ratified 
by them remains to be seen. The re- 
sponsibility rests first upon Congress 
and afterward upon that power which 
makes Congresses. Whatever may 
be the wish of individuals or the in- 
terests of parties, We may rest  as- 
sured that the final disposition of the 
Philippine question. will . conform fo 
the deliber#e judgment of voters, the 
constitutional court of last resort, 
from whose decision there is no ap- 
peal.” ..

Spain. It is grossly unjust to accuse 


the President of improper and unpa- 
triotic motives—as Mr. Bryan does in 
effect—for the paltry purpose of mak- 
ing « little political capital.

Bryan's effort in this direction may 
succeed, to some extent, among men 
who are as narrow-minded and as 
pusillanimous as himself; but his suc- 
cess will be extremely short-lived, 
and will without much doubt result in 
his own undoing. The position he 
has taken is not. calculated to draw 
his own party -together any more 
closely; for his party is not lacking 
in patriotic, liberal-minded Ameri- 
cans, who will refuse to stand upon a 
platform so un-American, narrow, 
and insincere as he would prescribe. 
Mr. Bryan, and every man of in- 
telligence, knows that the operations 
of our troops in the Philippines have 
not been conducted “in order to give 
a few speculators an opportunity for 
He knows that. there 
is neither disposition nor intention 
to stifle any sentiments of liberty in 
the Philippines, but that it is the 
President’s purpose, rather, to en- 
courage and foster such sentiments. 
He knows that the Filipinos are even 
less capable of self-government than 
are the Cubans, and he is probably 
aware that Cuba has not yet been sur- 
rendered to the Cubans, but that the 
United States authority is supreme, 
and is likely to remain so for some 
time. He knows, if he knows any- 
thing (which sometimes seems doubt- 
ful,) that if the Philippine Islands had 


'been turned over to the Filipinos, 


after the power of Spain in the isl- 
ands had been destroyed, the result 


would inevitably have reign 


of anarchy, bloodshed without limit, 
the slaughter of Europeans, and the 
probable seizure of the islands by 
one or more of the European powers, 
with the further probability of a 
bloody European war as the outcome. 

Finally, if Mr. Bryan be not so 
blinded by prejudice that he cannot 
perceive the’ truth, he knows that ev- 
ery important step which has'_ been 
taken by the President, from the be- 
ginning of the war with Spain until 
the present time, has been taken as 
a logical sequence of events which 
preceded it. The suppression of the 
insurrection in the Philippines was 
absolutely necessary to the main- 
tenance of our position there, and our 
position there was an essential out- 
come of the war. If the Cuban in- 
surgent army had attacked our forces, 
as did the Filipinos, we should have 
crushed them as we crushed Agui- 
naldo’s insurgents; for the recogni- 
tion of our authority as supreme was 
necessary to the carrying out of our 
pledges and plans in Cuba, as it is 
necessary to accomplish like “results 
in the Philippines.

REPLANTING THE FORESTS..: 

It is interesting to note that an in- 
creasing interest is being taken by the 
people of this section on the subject 
of forest preservation, This is an im- 
portant subject, in any part of the 
country. Already, in -the East, ap- 
prehension is expressed at the rapidity 
with which the great forests of the 
northwest and north are being de- 
nuded, not only for lumber, but in the 
ever-increasing demand for wood pulp 
in the manufacture of paper. 
now suggested that the government 
should permit wood and wood pulp to 
come in free from Canada, so_ that 
there may be less inducement to cut 
down the-American forests in such 
wholesale manner. 

If the question of forest preservation 
is such an important one in other 
parts of the country, which enjoy a 
regular rainfall throughout the year, 
how much. more so is it here, in South- 
ern California, where our farmers 
have to depend so largely upon irriga- 
The supply of water 


condition of the wood growing on the 
mountains.. Wheré it has been swept 
bare by fire, the rain, when it comes, 
runs off in torrents, cutting up the 
mountain sides, and often causing 
floods in the valley below, whereas,

While we are making provision for 
the protection of our forest reserya- 
tions, we should not lose sight of 
the necessity of doing something to re- 
plant the stretches of forests that have 
been destroyed by fire during the past 
few years. A few days ago a public 
meeting was held in Pasadena, under 
the management of the Academy of 
Sciences, for the purpose of. arousing 
interest in the cultivation and protec- 
tion of the mountain forests. One of 
the speakers called attention to the 
fact that there is no river in South- 


ern California which has been so much 


denuded in its upper stretches as the 
San Gabriel, and, that the damage 


done to agricultural lands in the val- 
ley along its course increases steadily 
as the forests on the mountains are 
destroyed.

have been making a strong effort to 
secure prohibition of the sale of beer 
at military posts and soldiers’ homes. 
It is not likely that the absolute pro- 
hibition of alcoholic beverages would 
be much more successful in the army 
than it has been in private life, while 
it is certain that the sale of such 
light alcoholic beverages as beer, un- 
der proper control of the authorities, 
has done much to lessen the evils of 
the drinking habit, as they existed 
when large quantites of raw spirits 
were consumed indiscriminately in 
the army and navy. The fact that 
the whisky manufacturers are work- 
ing against the sale of beer to the 
soldiers should open the eyes of the 
prohibitionists who are working with 
them—but then, those good people 
appear to prefer to shut their eyes to 
anything they do not agree with.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

Surprise .has often been expressed 
at the frequency of divorces in this 
City of the Angels, which ‘indicates a 
condition that is by no means an- 
gelic in many households. For some 
time past the divorces granted in Los 
Angeles have averaged at the rate of 
about one a day, which is equivalent 
to 365 in a year—or 366 in leap year. 

It may be that the frequency of di- 
vorces here is, to some extent, due to 
the same cause as the numerous 


deaths from consumption, a disease 
entirely unknown 


which is almost 


among the natives, but is brought 


here by thousands of health seekers. | 


We sincerely hope that this is the 
case, as otherwise, should the present 
rate be maintained, there are not 
likely to be many married people in 
the city twenty years hence. Reckon- 
ing the number of marriageable males 
and females in Los Angeles at 30,000, 
or 15,000 couples, it would only take 
about forty years, at the present rate 


of progress, for all of them to be di-. 


vorced, including even those who had 
never been married. For fear our 
contemporary, the Fresno Republican, 
may take exception to these figures 
we hasten to state we only put them 
forward as approximate, not as being 
mathematically correct. 

On the other hand, while people 
are getting divorced by wholesale, 
marriage has not yet entirely...gane 
out of fashion. A dispatch from 
Buffalo, N. Y., states that a man is 
in custody there who has been mar- 
ried at least fifty times, having wives 
in every large city west of Buffalo. 
So numerous are they, that he con- 
fesses that he would not know them 
if they were lined up in front of 
him. In view of such an example of 
marital enterprise as this, it seems 
scarcely worth while to make a fuss 
over the new Congressman from Utah, 
who has only three better halves—or 
rather thirds. 

There is no doubt that many of 
the divorces, which are now so com- 
mon, are caused by the recklessness 
with which young people rush into 
matrimony, on the slightest provoca- 
tion, or even without any visible 
provocation whatever, and when they 
have little more than’ a_ speaking 
acquaintance with each other. Mar- 
riage was formerly coasidered quite 


a serious undertaking, but nowadays} 


young people get married with as lit- 
tle foréthought as they would show 
in asking a partner to a dance, and 
with much less care than they would 
exhibit in selecting a partner to run 
a peanut stand. 

It is not likely that any amount of 
preaching or criticism will seriously 
diminish this evil, but meantime, it 
might be a good idea if we could have 
a uniform divorce law throughout the 
United States, so that people might 


know for sure whether they are mar- | 


ried or single, and not be in danger 
of committing unconscious bigamy. 


One of the latest of the “Washing- 


rumors is to the éffect that Sec- 


retary of War Alger has at last de- 
cided to resign, and that he will be 
succeeded by Gen. Russell Hastings 
of Massachusetts, (formerly of Ohio.) 
The rumor as to Alger’s resignation 
seems too good to be true. His re 
tirement from the Cabinet would be 
a benefit to the administration, to 
the Republican party, and to the 
nation. He has been a serious handi- 
cap to the otherwise strong and 
efficient administration of President 
McKinley. Gen. Hastings is a vete- 
ran of the civil war, having enlisted 
as a private in the celebrated Twen- 
ty-third Ohio (the same regiment in 
which the President served.) He 
was subsequently promoted to be a 
lieutenant in the same regiment, and 
was afterward made _ lieutenant-col- 
onel of the Twenty-eighth Ohio. He 
was brevetted  brigadier-general of 
volunteers in March, 1865. He was 
elected a member of the Ohio Legis- 
lature in 1865, and has served with 
distinction in other positions of pub- 
lic trust. If it be true, as reported, 
that he is to succeed Alger as .Secre- 
tary of War, the change cannot fail 
to be. for the better.

A Los Angeles Sailor Laddie Writes 
of the Taking of thé Second 


City of the Philippines and of. 


the Flag-raising at Cebu. 


Some montis ago The Times wus 
permitted to print a letter from Will 
E. Harmon, to his parents in this city 
and today a second opportunity is af- 
forded the readers of these pages to 
hear from a young saildr who has the 
ability to fight and the capacity to tell 
the story of battle without a waste of 
words. The Petrel, upon which Mr. 
Harmon is serving as a gunner, has cut 
a figure in the active work in our navy 
in the Far East, as will be remembered, 
and her latest exploits show that she 
is fit any day to firht under Dewey. 
Mr. Harmon writes as follows: 

‘PETREL, 
ILOILD (P. Feb. 1899. 

Dear Mother: Your welcome letter 
dated December 25, arrived on the St. 
Paul at midnight last night, and found 
mé very glad to hear from you. We 
arrived in Manila from Shanghai on 
December 22, after a pleasant cruise 
down by Formosa. We spent Christ- 
mas and New Year’s at Manila, and 
on the 4th of January were ordered to 
lloilo, where the Baltimore, with sev- 
eral transports, had gone a few days 
before. We arrived on the 6th, and 
came to anchor near a small Spanish 
gunboat, the Elcano, one that we did 
not get during the war, although wé 
had been out looking for her on several 
occasions. Nothing of interest occurred 
from the time of our arrival until the 
8th of February, when we received 
news of the trouble at Manila. On 
the 9th of February, orders were re- 
ceived to take Iloilo, which was in the 
hands of the rebels, they having taken 
possession after it had been deserted 
by the Spaniards, some time ago. -_ 

Iloilo is the second city of importance 
in the Philippines, and lies about 350 
miles south of Manila on the Island of 
Panay. The ultimatum was presented 
to the insurgents on the 10th, we giving 
them to understand that if they con- 
tinued throwing up trenches from that 
time, we would open fire without warn- 
ing. The time given them to evacuate 
the city was up on Saturday, February 
11. The following account of what 
happened on that day, I take from 
my diary, which I have just written 
up tonight, after it is all over. I am 
sitting up rather late writing this, so 
as to get it off as soon as possible. 

Saturday, February 11—At 9:15 this 
morning the rebels began firing vol- 
leys at us from trenches along the 
shore, at about 700 yards from the ships, 
We sent a couple of 3-pounders. into 
their trenches, causing them to break 
and run for the groves in the rear like 


++ -sheep. ceased firing, and, after a 


short time, the rebs came back into 
their trenches and began firing at us 
again, the singing of many bullets be- 
ing heard as they passed over us and 
struck the water on all sides. A few 
passed through our upper rigging, and 
smokestack,. but nobody -was. struck. 

We signaled the state of affairs to 
the Boston and she at once opened up 
@ general bomardment of the town, we 
following suit lying at anchor only a 
few hundred yards from the heach. We 
drove the’Filipinos from their position 


along the beach in a hurry, our smaller 


guns doing great execution before the 
black rascals could seek the cover of 
the business. The first S-ineh fired 
by the Boston passed right through the 
center of the city starting.a conflagra- 
tion in four different places. | 

We continued firing for an hour when 
the signal came from the Boston to 
cease firing. By this time, 10:20, almost 


. the entire city was a mass of flames and 


not a native was to be seen at any 


land, with power to act.

val.of perhaps fifteen or twenty min- 
utes we opened fire again keeping up a 
heavy and terrible bombardment until 
11 o’clock. The old fort close by us 
was almost battered down and _ the 
trees and bushes along shore showed 


great gaps where the shells had mowed 


them down. The Boston signaled at 


11:15 that she would land a party at the 


old fort and for us to have reinforce- 
ments ready, in case of need. No move- 
ment on the part of the army had as 
yet been made and we all wondered 
at the long delay, as we had now ap- 
parently so effectually cleared the way 
for them. 

The Boston’s party reached the fort 
and, finding it to all appearances de- 
serted, they tore down the rebel flag 
and hoisted Old Glory amid the cheers 
of every Yankee in the _ fleet. Our 
party reached the fort just as the flag 
went up and joined in the cheering 
with a vim. Many of these Boston 
boys, by the way, were with Schley at 
Santiago, and were only recently sent 
out here on the transport Buffalo. We 
tacked onto the Boston’s party (not 


‘the tea party) and were just on the 


point of leaving the fort when a band 
of rebels, about thirty in number, sud- 
denly sprang from behind an old wall 
and made a break for «as, brandishing 
machetes and rifles as they came. 
The order WaS given to fire and (hen 
charge and into them we went. After 
a lively and exciting scrap, lasting 
about twenty minutes, we killed ten 
of them and took the rest prisoners. 
None avere killed on our side, but they 
were all more or less wounded. T came 
out with three fingers on my left hand 


‘dislocated and several. scratches and 


bruises. On examining the Filipinos we 
found that they had completely ex- 


shausted their supply of ammunition. 


We bound our prisoners and shut them 
up_in. an old vault beneath the fort. 
We returned to the ships, after skir- 
mishing about a bit, and after being 
patched up had a good dinner and then 
took a long rest. Got back on board 
at 12:30.. At 2 p.m. the party was again 
called away to make a thorough search 
of the town. I managed to escape the 
doctor’s watchful eyes and _ climbed 
into the-boat armed with a cutlass and 
revolver and my left hand in a sling. 
On reaching the beach we formed a 
skirmish line and made a reconnoissance 
of the entire town, searching every Fil- 
ipino we came across, finding it expe- 
dient to shoot several whom we caught 
looting and who attempted to escape 
on our approach. Most of the buildings 
were in flames or smouldering ruins, 
and the streets were covered with 
wreckage, many of them being impas- 
buildings left standing were 
well ventilated by our shells passing 
through them. We returned on board 


-20 p.m., well satisfied, but tired 
or hg and with our belts full of 
relics. he army began landing at 3 


o'clock, and marched at once through 
the city and out into the suburbs be- 
yond to chase up the rebels. The Ten- 
nessee boys hoisted the flags on the 
two tallest flag poles in the city as 
they went through. The _ Boston 
shelled the bushes all around the city 
during the afternoon, many shells 
passing over our heads while we were 
in the city. The sky is brightly illu- 
minated tonight by the burning city 
and outlying villages. We are to leave 
at daylight tomorrow for Manila with 
dispatches and mail, and to report to 
Dewey. I will mail this letter as soon 
as we get to Manila. 

Up to the time of leaving Iloilo we 
had not heard of the soldiers, but they 
are hot after the Filipinos, and will 
soon have them rounded up. There

Dewey at Manila, of the fall of Iloilo, 
we coaled ship, took on a fresh supply 
of provisions, and hied us back to 
lloilo. We stopped there only one day, 
and were then dispatched to Cebu to 
raise the flag over that place. 

This place is only about 200 miles 


south of Hoilo;-and is the third city of 


importance in the islands. We arrived 
here on February 21, after a fine trip. 
Two men-of-war, a German and an 
Englishman, were at anchor in the 
pretty little harbor when we. came in. 
In the afternoon the Governor-Gen- 
eral of the island, accompanied, by the 
English Consul, two priests and some 
native citizens, came on board, and 
after a long talk with our captain 
agreed to a peaceful settlement of all 
difficulties. 

This morning the landing party went 


ashore and with colors flying marched . 


to the old fort on the water’s edge and 
hoisted Old Glory over Cebu. The lit- 
tle Petrel for the first time since she 
was built ten years ago, fired the na- 
tional salute of twenty-one guns. After 
marching round the ramparts. of the 


old Spanish fort, across the plaza and | 


through the town, we returned to our 
boats and pulled off to the ship. A 
large crowd of natives watched the 
ceremony of the flag-raising from the 
plaza in front of the fort, and a decent 
and orderly set they all seemed to be, 
a& great many of them lirting their 
— to us as we passed. 
ost of the trouble we are havin 
with the natives —is 
caused by those in the districts outside 
the cities, a drunken, disorderly gang 
of pirates, whose only desire is. to lout 
and set fire to everything in sight. 
is this class of people that Aguinaldo 
has under his thumb, and the sooner 
we grab his Aguinaldolets the better. 
Salutes were fired at noon in honor of 
Washington’s birthday anniversary. 
The weather is fine here, and we have 
every reason to believe that everything 
will pass off all right. Our tug left to- 
night with mail and news for Tloilo. 
We stall have a regiment of soldiers 
down soon. I suppose, to look out for 
things.

Those who are intimately acquainted 
with the history of journalism in this 
State know that it is by no means easy 
to keep free from the enemy that is al- 
ways lying within the gates ready to 
assassinate him who walks with the 
independent air of a man among men. 
As a rule corporations have not much 
use for the scarlet woman of jour- 
nalism. In journalism, as in everyday 
life. the man of the world—and cor- 
porations are but aggregations of 
men: of the world—treats sometimes 
with indifference, sometimes with con- 
tempt, sometimes with a mocking air 
of deference those who have crossed 
the border line of respectability. 

The history of man shows conclu- 
sively that the roaring lions who go 
around seeking whom they may de- 
vour are always more anxious to win 
the favors of those against whose fair 
names there has never been a breath 
of scandal. The position of the scarlet 
woman in the social world is not un- 
like the position of the subsidized 
papers in the world of journalism. 
They may be petted, they may get an 
occasional crumb from the rich man’s 
table. but they are despised. They 
will have their reward. No wonder 
that Gen. Otis is the target for their 
cheap sneers. The scarlet woman has 
always been jealous of her whose 
chastity has never been. questioned. 

There are many good and true jour- 
nalists in this State who would like 
to live up to the true ideals of their 
profession, who see the better path, 


but who, forced by the iron hamd of’ 


necessity, follow the worse. While we 
cannot honor such men, we have a 
hearty sympathy for them. That they 
should be compelled to bend the knee 
and to do that which is not right, 
neither in their own eyes nor in the 
eyes of respectable citizens, is certain]y 
to be deplored. For the journalist 
that, with malice aforethought, sells 
his birthright, ¢eVerybody—the boodlers 


inc!uded—has the contempt born of the . 


conviction that right is right and that 
it must prevail. 

Fortunately, California has had sev- 
eral shining examples of journalists 
who have never been led from. the 
straight and narrow path, even fh the 
hour of severest temptation. Promi- 
nent among these was George K. 
Fitch, who for so many years was the 
distinguished editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin. In spite of absurd 
charges about “caving down the 
bank” and innumerable petty malicious 
lies..there was a firm conviction among 
the best citizens of San Francisco 
that Mr. Fitch and the Bulletin could 
not be purchased. For that reason, the 
Bulletin, even when it had only one- 
fifth of the circulation of other papers 
of vellow' tendencies, exercised ten 
times their combined influence. Bet- 
ter, far better, to have one spark of 
moral force, to be a light to lighten 
the public, than 10,000 tons of Asso- 
ciated Press telegrams, which, we are 
now told, are subservient to the discl- 
pline of the corporations. :

The law provides that 
such a bond shall be executed by all 
Street condractors in order that they 
“will not be able to defraud their work- 
ing men out of their salaries as some 
of them avere in the habit of daing be- 
fore the law» was enacted. Whe law 
does not state that there shall be any 
other judge beside the Mayor who shall 
decide whether a bond is good or no 
and His Honor has therefore the power 
to reject any bond that does not suit 
‘him. Since the law went into effect a 
number of these bonds have been sub- 
mitted to the Mayor for approval and 
he has made it a rule to be thoroughly 
satisfied that all of them are good and 
sufficient before he affixes his official 
signature to them. 
During the past few days. several 
bands have been presented which on 
their face appeared to be all that they 
should be, but an examination of the 
tax rolls disclosed that the persons who 
signed them did not own the amount 
of property that they represented. For 
example, one man signed for $3600, when 
the books in the Tax Collector’s office 
show that he has only $200 and there is 
no means of knowing whether — this 
property is protected by a homestead 
reservation or not. Either the signer of 
that bond is paying less taxes than is 
due from him or he signed for more 


property than ‘he really owns, That 
bond was rejected. 
Hereafter it will be necessary. for 


those who desire. to become sureties on 
such bonds to appear before the Mayor 
and make a sworn statement as to 
their property. They avill be sworn by 
the Mayor’s private secretary who is a 
notary public, and will be closely ques- 
tioned as to their qualifications.

Proposed Change in a Portion of 
the Licease 
The draft of an ordinance in which

of the druggists of the city as to the 
proposed changes in the recently-adopt- 
ed license ordinances, has been sub- 
mitted to members of the City Council 
for their perusal between now and the 
regular session of tye Council. 

Just who presented it the mernbers

“ists of the city. It provides that drug- 

rists may sell spirituous and other 

liquors in quantities of not less than 
five ounces and not more than one- 
fifth of a gallon, with the present re- 
quirement that a physician’s prescrip- 
tion shall accompany each order for the 
liquor. It has been pointed out to the 

Councilmen that under the present or- 

dinance if, in an emergency, a small 


quantity ef liquor is needed, the drug- 


gist who sells it without the prescrip- 
tion, or who gives it away, no matter 


‘how serious the emergency, would be

law. In the residence 
sections of the city, where the saloons 
are miles apart, it would be impossible 
to secure liquor for any purpose with-

He holds that alcohol, 
when not combined with other ingredi- 
ents so as to form ‘an intoxicating bev- 
erage, is not liquor within the mean- 
ing of the ordinance, and may there- 


' fore be sold. He considers that most of 


the bitters sold come within the 
meaning of the ordinance, but he does 
not think the same is true of the’ va- 
rious malt extracts. In his opinion the 
question depends upon whether the 
bitters or extracts are such-as could 
be used as’ a means of. producing in-

THE FLOWER BILL SUIT. 


SIGNATURE TO THE CONTRACT 
VIEWED BY EXPERTS, . 


Mra. Garland Gets a Judgment, but 
not on the Ground of Her Name 
Having Been Forged—Both Sides 
Waive Findingse 


The rather sensational suit of the 
Howland Nursery Company against 
Mrs. William Garland ended yesterday 
in Judge York’s department by a judg- 
ment being rendered in favor of the 
defendant. 
judgment on a technical point, the sen- 
sational charge of forgery with the pos- 
sibility of a criminal prosecution, was 
not passed upon, save in an informal 
way by the court, when findings were 
waived by both sides. 

The nursery company claimed $214.75 
for goods supplied at the inStance of 
Mrs. Garland, and«three orders aggre- 
gating the amount claimed *were pro- 
duced as authority by which the plain- 
tiff company had acted in supplying 
the defendant with plants and flowers. 
Each of «hese orders bore the_ signa- 
ture of Mrs. Garland, but that lady re- 
pudiated them and pronounced them 
forgeries. Her statement of the trans- 
action is interesting in the light of 
after events. The agent of the nursery 
company, .a man named Bradford, 
called upon Mrs. Garland a number of 
¢imes, and exhibited his books of col- 
ored plates. The grounds had not at 
that time been set out and were not 
ready for the reception of plants and 
shrubbery, but Mrs. Garland § stated 
that having explained that to Bradford 
she did say that when everything was 
ready she thought that she would like 
some of the plants shown in the ex- 
hig't book. Finally she gave a small 
for chrysanthemums, etc... that 
amounted only to about $15, and that 
order was given verbally. When those 
flowers were delivered and while they 
were being set oud, Bradford apveared 
upon the scene, according to Mrs. Gar- 
land’s story, and asked that she give 
a receipt for them. While standing 
upon the porch she scribbled off the 
desired receipt, and it was the theory 
of the defense that from the signature 
so obtained ¢he other signatures: on 
the orders vere copied. When these 
later orders were filled Mrs. Garland re- 
fused to -take delivery, but the plants 
were dumped out on the lawn, and the 

efendant in turn dumped them outside 
he fence on a vacant lot. Then suit 
was brought in ¢he Township Court 
and the plaintiff received judgment for 
the full amount. The defendant ap- 
pealed and it has been on appeal that 
the matter of the alleged forgeries were 
gone into at some length. 


Inasmuch as the court gave} 


On behalf of the plain¢iff nursery | 
First Na- 


tional Bank and J. W. Vawter of the 
Savings Bank, testified to the signa- 
tures to the orders being in their opin- 
ion the bonafide signatures of Mrs. 
Garland. On the other-s+hand Sam 
Dewey, an old bank official and now a 
broker, Frank Gibson of the. First Na- 
tional Bank and A. W. Seivor, chiro- 
graphic expem, all testified the other 
way. 

Bradford, who is now in business in 

San Francisco, was about to be put 
upon the stand out of order in rebuttal, 
but the defense objected. Counsel 
stated that in the event of their es- 
tablishing the forgery they might feel 
it their duty to institute a criminal 
proceeding. But when the testimony 
was all in Judge York gave judgment 
for the defendant on other grounds. He 
held that when Mrs. Garland refeised 
to take delivery of the goods, the ur- 
sery company erred in not having then 
brought suit against her for breach of 
contract, instead of seeking to compel 
acceptarte, Alluding to the disputed 
orders the court, said that as findings 
would have to be prepared hé supposed 
he would have to. pass upon the valid- 
ity of the signatures. But having 
won their judgment the defense was 
not apparently anxious to become in- 
volved in any further difficulty over 
the signatures, and so counsel waived 
findings. 
svouldsay,’? said Judge York, 
“from what I’ve seen of these, doca- 
ments that if this was a criminal case 
and I were the jury passing upon it 
as in a criminal case, I would have rea- 
sonable doubt of the guilt of the party 
supposed to have done it.” 

While judgment thus goes in favor of 
Mrs. Garland, there is the small bill 
of goods amounting to about $15 for 
which she acknowledges indebtedness. 


PROSECUTIQN OF WILMS. 


Defendant Charged With Forcing 
His Wife to a Life of Shame. 
The trial of Arthur J. Wilms began 
in the criminal department yesterday. 
The defendant is accused of having 
by threats and persuasions forced his 
wife, Sadie Wilms, into a house of 

prostitution. 

The prosecution showed by ‘Edward 
Kennedy, father of the, girl, that his 
daughter was married to the defendant 
on February 12, and on the 18th of we 


-Same.month he discovered her in an 


Alameda-street crib. Other witnesses 
showed the character of the house, ard 
also that the defendant was cognizant 
of what kind of a life his wife was 
leading. The girl is not quite 19 years 
of age, and is by no means bright of 
intellect, and the defendant is a young 
fellow of about 23 or 24 years of age. 

The peculiar nature of such cases 
makes the testimony of the wife all 
important, for without the wife’s tes- 
timony to the threats and coercions Of 
the husband, the prosecution can have 
little force. And in this regard the 
testimony of Mrs. Wilms yesterdoy Was 
far from satisfactory. She said that 
she was married at’ the Church. of 
Christ on Broadway, on February 1), 
and that she and her husband went to 
the St. Charles Hotel and remained 
there two nights. On the day following 
she said she went to No. 855 Alameda 
street. 

“Who took you?” inquired Deputy 
District Attorney McComas, asking the 
crucial. question. 

“T suppose we took ourselves,”’ and 
Mrs. Wilms smiled at the prosecuting 
attorney’s discomfiture. She then went 
on to describe the house, and the 
number of rooms in it. . 


“T suppose one was a bedroom?’’ was. 


asked. 

“What else d’ye suppose it would 
be?” flightily queried back the witness, 

“Well, what business did you engage 
in there?’ 

“Selling cigars and cigarettes.” 

“Any other. business?” 

“That was my business, and noné Of 
yours.”’ 

Some pointed questions were put by 
Mr. McComas, but ‘were_ barred 
as tending to degrade the witness. But 
throughout the examination, the wit- 


ness answered: with readiness 
the 


for the most part, just as prosecu- 
tion did not desire. She said that she 
had occupied the crib for ten days be- 
fore her husband's arrest. The only 
answer she gave that really tended to 
incriminate her husband was when she 
said that he had agreed with her at 
the hotel that thev would go and take 
rooms on Alameda. street. 

But on cross-examination, the witness 
spoke more directly. She said thot 
she had gone frequently down to the 
cribs before her marriage, and that 
when she went to see Attorney Earl 
Rogers, she told him the facts in the 
presence of Mrs. Bradley, deaconess 
of the Bethlehem Church. She said 
that she then stated that she had re- 
turned down there when she found that 
her husband had no money, and that 
she didn’t have to go if she didn’t 
want to. That before leaving the hotel 
she told her husband that she was go- 
ing, to Alameda street. and if he 
wouldn't go. she’d go bv herself. Both 
he and a Mrs. Defouré asked her, s% 
witness stated, to leave the street ‘and 
return to the hotel. but she refused. 
Much more Along the same line the 
witness said, and then when retired she 
went over to the defendant and Fisse¢ 
him, and seated herself by his side. 

The further hearing in the case will 


be continued today. 


VOSBURG DIVORCE CASE.

Application to Have the Eldest Boy’s 
Deposition Taken. 

The divorce suit of Kate S. Vosburg 
against J. S. Vosburg, came up before 
Judge York yesterday on the applica- 
tion of the defendant for an order of 
court to have the deposition of the 
eldest child. Royden Vosburg, taken 
in New York State, where he is now 
residing. Less than a year ago Mr. 
Vosburg left for his old family home. 
in the East, taking with him the two 
elder children, Royden, aged 11 years, 
and Keith. aged 9 vears. The ‘other 
child, Murray, aged 8 years, remained 
with the mother, who followed her hus- 
band east. and attempted, on "ws 
corpus proceedings, to recover posses- 
sion of her two children, but suc- 
ceeded in obtaining only one, the cus- 
tody of the other one, Royden, being 
awarded to the father. | 

The application of Mr. Vosburg was 
opposed yesterday, on the ground that 
it was not desirable that the boy 
should be dragged into the controversy. 
It Was urged, too, that inasmuch as 
the defendant had deliberately taken 
him outside the jurisdiction of the 
court. he was not entitled to the relief 
asked for. and if the boy’s testimony 
was considered absolutely essential, he 
could easily be returned to this State 
and city. But these objections were 
more in the nature of make-weight ob- 
jections, and the real issue between 
opposing counsel was whether the or- 
der for a deposition to be taken by a 
commission was mandatory with the 
court, or merely discretionary. This 
point having been argued at some 
length, the matter was taken under 
advisement by thé court. 


JUSTICE TRUITT’S FEE. 


He and the Constable Will Collect 
in the Nelson Case. . 

The petition forwarded by certain 

citizens of Norwalk to the Board of 
Supervisors, asking that no expenses or 
fees be granted to Justice Truitt or 
the township constable, in the case of 
the people against G. W. Nelson was 
referred by the board to Mr. Wilbur of 
the District Attorney's office, and he 
has advised the board in the premises. 
A Mrs. Eva Dickhoff made a complaint 
against Nelson, who is a well-known 
citizen of the neighborhood where he 


lives, alleging that on the Fourth’ of | 


July two years previous he had exposed 
himself indecently before her. Nelson 
was arrested, but when brought to 


trial 


agreed that the note should be 


elicited regarding 


the case was dismissed as the 
charge was barred by the statute of 
limitations. 

In his opinion Wilbur says: .“‘No 
claim is made that the defendant wus 
innocent of the charge of indecentiy 
exposing his person iu the presence of 
Mrs. Eva Dickhoff, who swore to the 
complaint charging the offense, but the 
defendant claims that the offense had 
been barred by the statute of limita- 
tions, and that the judge should there- 
fore not. have filed the information in 
the case Justices of the peace under 
our law are not required to be attor- 
neys, and I kn:tv of no provision of 
law which wou!d justify the disallow- 
ance of a justice’s fee for a mistake of 
law honestly made.” 


While it is true that the law does not: 


require justices of the peace to be at- 
torneys, common sense would ordinar- 


-ily suffice to satisfy a justice that a 


complaint made about two years after 
the date of the alleged offense, was 
not made with the purpose of aiding in 
the administration of justice in the 
manner prescribed by law. A justice, 
too, is provided with the codes and 
Statutes, and is presumed—to-have- 
tered that elementary principle of law 
that bars ordinary misdemeanors at 
the end of one year. 

Unofficially, it has been represented 
that in the case at Norwalk complaints 
had been made against Nelson for of- 
fensive conduct, but the proof was 
thought to be inadequate, and in order 
to trin him the complaint for the old- 
Standing offense was sworn to, and a 


| Warrant for his arrest issued. An {Ir- 


regular means was adopted to attain 
what was considered to be a desirable 
end, but as it turned out, it was a mis- 
directed effort. 


AN ESCROW NOTE. 
Dispute Over a Bonus for the Trac- 
tion Line to the Park. 

The suit of the Los Angeles Traction 
Company against W. B. Wilshire, 
Clara B. Carpenter and H. G. Wilshire 
to recover on a $2000 note, is in course 
of being heard by Judge Allen, sitting 
without a jury. 

On July 19, 1895, the defendants made 
their joint note to the palintiff com- 
pany for $2000, payable thirty days 
after the completion of a double track 
Street railway to the intersection of 
Seventh and Hoover streets. It 7

posited in escrow, subject to certain 
conditions, and upon the ‘fulfillment of 
these, it should be delivered to’ the

The plaintiff is contending that by 
June 21, 1898, the line contemplated by 
the face wording of the note was com- 
pleted, all the conditions required had 
been complied with, and that when 
they demanded payment of the $2000 
they were justly entitled to the amount, 
But the defendants refused to pay, 
and. the present suit was brought. A 
considerable amount of testimony is be- 
the conditions 
under which the bonus note of $2000 
was deposited in escrow, and reduced 
to first principles, the disputed point 
is whether, under all of the circum- 
stances existing at the time, the line 
contemplated in the understanding be- 
tween the plaintiff and defendants 
was completed within such reasonable 
time as to entitle the plaintiff to the 
bonus. 


HEAVY DAMAGES CLAIMED. 
A Teamster Who Got Tangled in an 
Electric Wire After Dark. 

The damage suit of Anthony Kuja- 
neck against the Pasadena and Los 
Anveles Electric Railway Company to 
recover $20,230, came to trial before 


Judge Shaw yesterday. 

It is alleged in behalf of the plaintiff 
that one night in October, 1897, while 
driving his team and wagon along Pas- 
adena avenue toward the city, “the 
horses suddenly stopped and fell to 
the ground. The night was dark, and 
Kujaneck dismounted from the wagon 
and went forward to see what had be- 
fallen his team, and in so doing, it is 
averred, that he came in contact with 
one of the cross-wires utilized in sup- 
porting the trolley wire upon tHe de- 
fendant’s line of road, and which had 
fallen to the ground. The plaintiff 
avers that he received a 
shock from the electric fluid whieh 
prostrated him, and rendered him un- 
conscious for a considerable time. As 
a consequence of that accident it is be- 
ing urged that Kujaneck’s side became 
paralyzed, and he suffered from nerv- 
ous prostration to such an extent as 
to be incapacitated from work. He 
now seeks to recover $30 expended for 
medical attendance, $300 for loss of 
wages through his inability to work, 
and for the physical and mental suf- 
fering he has endured a demand is set 
up for $20,000. 7

A CONSTRUCTIVE RESIDENT. In 


view of the number of male residents of 
California that are absent from. the 
State, it is interesting to note that 
Chief Deputy District Attorney Wilbur 
holds that they are liable for poll tax. 
A sample case was submitted to the 
District Attorney for his opinion. as 
follows: One W. H. Hoff left Los An- 
geles county in 1898 for Alaska, where 
he intended to remain eighteen months, 
but from whence he actually returned 
in the same year. Mr. Wilbur holds 
that “it being his intention to return, 
and that he actually did return, he was 
an inhabitant on March 1 within the 
meaning of the law with. reference to 
collection of poll tax, and he was 
liable.”’

INTERESTING PROCEEDINGS OF 


THE SECOND DAY. : 
o’clock under the direction of Reynolds. 


State Superintendent of Scheols 
Kirk and Others Give Addresves, 
Lecture. on “The Rule of Spain 
and Its Comsequences.”’ 


The Institute of City Teachers held 
its second day’s sessions yesterday, and 
the proceedings were both interesting 
and prefitable. The general ‘session, 
held inthe High Schooi auditorium in 
the mdrning, opened with a paper by 
State perintendent of Schools T. J. 
Kirk, digpensed.*“Some Thoughts 
for the Consideration of the Teaching 
Force df the’ State.” . 

Superintendent Kirk said that, con- 
trary to the statement of some that 
Raisers pie are born, not made,” he 
maintained. that they were both born 


made.—'The best-teachers-of-arith- 


metic ‘are those who have studied into 
trigonometry, algebra and the higher 
mathematics. So the best teacher of 


_ grammar is the one who has gone deep- 


est into rhetoric and the highest forms 
of the language. The progressive 
teacher is a thinker and reader. Skilled 
teachers, as skilled labofers in every 
field of business, are wanted, not those 
who engage in the pursuit of instruct- 
ing others merely: as a livelihood.” 
The speaker said that it has been esti- 
mated that there are 2000 unemployed 
teachers in the State of California. He 
would not vouch for the truth of the 
statement, but said the paramount 
question is, not more, but better teach- 
ers. - Nowhere, according to Superin- 
tendent Kirk,. are the rank and file of 
teachers so well paid as they are in 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
this paper the institute recessed, ta 
give teachers an opportunity to pay 
their membership fees in the National 
Educational Association. 

Prof. E. T. Pierce, president of the 
Normal School of this city, followed 
with an address on “Practical Educa- 
tion in the Public School,’”’ in the course 
of which he said, among other things, 
that education must come to all who 
are born into this world with a mental 
capacity. This, he maintained, is in- 
a and may be either good or 
evil. 

The last address before the general 
session was by Prof. E. P. Cubberly of 
Stanford University, who spoke on 
“The Elementary School of the Fu- 
ture,’’ forecasting what. that institution 
will he in time to come, and what 
strides toward improvement are cer- 
tain to be made therein. 

In the afternoon sectional work was 
taken up, as on the previous day, and 
the feature of the proceedings was a 
lecture before the High School section 
by Prof. Bernard Moses of the State 
Tiniversity, on ‘The Rule of Spain in 
America and its Consequences.” Thi 
was in the nature of a treat for the 
teachers.and all .others present, and 
the lecturer was warmly ‘applauded at 
the close. Prof. Moses took up all the. 
time of the afternoon before the High

Crops and Markets. | 

EPORTS to the local Weather Bu- 
RR reap state that the ,weather has 

generally been favorable for crops, 
though in some cases there is com- 
plaint that -veetation is not thriving 
well, on account of the occurrence of 
high winds, and the need of more 
moisture, Fruit buds are setting well, 
and the indications are favorable for 
a fair erop of deciduous fruit. A 
large acreage of sugar beets has been 
planted. 

Good prices still prevail for oranges. 
The outiook for an excellent market 
for deciduous fruit continues most 
promising. 

In the local produce market hay has 
been much weaker, new barley hay 
having been offered at from $14 to $15. 
Potatoes continue very firm at top 
prices. 
An Experiment Station, 

'N INTERESTING object lesson in 

regard to the possibilities of a 

grove which has been allowed to 
run down badly may be seen at the 
place of Prof. S. M. Woodbridge, at 
South Pasadena. 

Mr. Woodbritige has a picturesque 
home place of about five acres, most 
of which is in old lemon trees. These 
treés are among the oldest in the neigh- 
borhood of Los Angeles, having been 
planted about twenty-two years ago. 
When Mr. Woodbridge bought this 
place, a couple of years ago, the trees 
were black with scale, half-dead, and 
the fruit all stunted and without any 
commercial valué. So miserable was 
the condition of the grove that a well- 


‘known expert, whose advice was asked 


by Mr. Woodbridge, advised him to 
cut the trees. down and burn them, as 
he would never be able to do anything 
with them. However, Mr. Woodbridge 


. is not the kind of man to give up so 


He rather enjoys a hard tussle 
He therefore 


easily. 
with a difficult problem. 


went to work on the trees with fumi- 


gation steam and other devices of his 
own invention, with the result that iv 
that portion of the grove upon which 
he has operated. the lemon trees are the 
picture of hhealth—large, bushy, with 
bright green leaves, and loaded with 
enormous quantities of fine fruit. The 
contfast between the condition of the 
trees that have been treated and the 
others is so striking as to excite sur- 
pr even among those who are not 
experts in horticulture. 

Some interesting experiments in fer- 
tiligation have been conducted by Prof. 
Woodbridge on orange trees 
place. By using various kinds of fer- 
tilizer he has succeeded retarding or 
advancing the ripening of fruit, so that 
there may now be seen in his orchard 
oranges in all stages of ripeness, from 
the green fruit to fruit that is fully 
ripe. Mr. Woodbridge’s experiments 
have led him to the conclusion that the 
only fertilizer for citrus fruit that is of 
much value is one which combines all 
the necessary ,elements, and that many 
of the fertilizers largely used nowadays 
are of little value. 

The interesting experiments of Prof. 
Woodbridge in subirrigation, and inter- 
irrigation were referred to in The 
Times recently. Mr. Woodbridge is 
using both’ these systems on his place, 
and finds that the saving in.water is 
very: great, while the soil, being thor- 
oughly and scientifically soaked, needs 
much less cultivation, . 

Among other interesting researches 
for which Mr. Woodbridge finds leisure 


is the cultivation of a number of aif- | 


ferent germs for the destruction of 
scale insects. He has also experimented 
largely in the manufacture of essenttal 
oils from the lemon, orange, eucalyptus 
and other trees, having over a score of 
oils made from varieties of the eucalyp- 
tus tree, also an oil made from the 


_ pepper, which is said to be of great 


value in diseases of the eye. 

These experiments have been carried 
on by Prof. Woodbridge at hissown 
expense, and without any serious at- 
tempt. to make them of commercial 
value. It would be a good thing for 
the horticulturists of Southern Cali- 
fornia if this work could be extended 
and placed on a permanent footing. 
Southern California greatly needs a 
first-class horticultural experiment 
station, where the many difficult prob- 
lems that confront the fruit-grower in 
this section may be taken up and solved 
in a practical manner. 


The Water Witch, 

C OMPARATIVELY few intelligent 
people believe in the powers of the 
water witch, or divining rod for 

the discovery of underground: sources 

of water. It is. generally supposed to 
be a relic of: the days of superstition. 

It is, therefore, somewhat surprising to 

find a level-headed and experienced 

scientist like T. S. Van Dyke, who 
has made a close study of water and 
irrigatiomw, come out with a modified 
indorsement of this method of finding 
water. 
This Mr, Van Dyke did, in a paper

The poor 
prices received for many California 
fruit products .of late—especially for 
raisins—have brought the producers 
nearer to a reasonable frame of mind 
than for a long time past, and there is 
much talk, through the medium of the 
local press, in regard to the possibility 
of making some combination that woul! 
give the producers a fair chance. 

There was recently an organization 


| of prune-growers in Santa.Clara county, 


which has met with so much success 
that another effort is.to be made on a 
larger scale. -It is now proposed to 
secure the cotperation of owners of 
orchards of all kinds. A recent dis- 
patch from San José contains the fol- 
lowing in regard to this movement: 

“A meeting of officials of the Pacific 
Coast Fruit Association and the Santa 
Clara County Fruit Exchange was 
held here today, with a view to ar- 
ranging for a consolidation of all or- 
chard interests in the Coast combine. 
From the deliberations, it is bélieved 
that the business interests of the vari- 
ous fruit exchanges in the county will 
not be interfered with by the proposed 
all-embracing organization, but that 
an exchange can be allied to the asso- 
ciation, and the stockholders of the 
exchange can thereby take advantage 
of it on the same basis as individual 
orchardists who. are not connected 
with any organization. 

“The officials and stockholders of the 
various exchanges are in favor of 
furthering, to the utmost of their abil- 
ity, the objects and aims of the Coast 
association, and there will undoybtedly 
be a combination effected as on as 
some method is devised of so arrang- 
ing matters that there will be no 
clashing of business interests, but 
rather a mutual benefit, so that all or- 
ganizations will be preserved. It is 
explained that the association is de- 
signed to act as a clearinghouse for 
the prune industry to keep up prices 


to fair figures and generally regulate. 


the traffic. 

“D. M. Delmas, representing the Coast 
‘association, and Col. Philo Hersey, the | 
president of the County Fruit Ex- 
change, were appointed a committee 
to formulate terms upon which the ex- 
change can join forces with the asso- 
ciation, the plan to be submitted at 2 
meeting of the stockholders of the ex- 
change to be held on April 1.”

Sparrows. 
CORRESPONDENT writes The 
Times on the subject of sparrows 
“There 


as follows: 

are two species of sparrows. 
The one to which allusion is made, 
is in England known as the ‘house 
Sparrow.’ In the early days in En- 
giand the houses, barns, etc., in the 
agricultural districts, and the ‘corn’ 
(wheat, oat, barley and rye, no corn 
Or maize,)~ were nearly all ‘thatched’ 
or ‘covered’ with straw and bound on 
with tarred cord and hazel ‘proaches.’ 
the house-thatching being the better, 
and into these, this little curse would 
scratch upward and build its nest, lin- 
ing it with feathers, wool, etc., and 
‘lay, generally five eggs, of a flesh “eolor, 
full of small, dull brown spots at the 
large end, but of the hundreds of 
nests there I never found one any- 
where else. The farmers used to pay 
the boys 2 cents per dozen _for the 


a ladder for ae boys. And for the 
old birds in winter the game mer- 
chants used to buy them, dead, at 12% 
cents (6s.) per dozen, to sell for eat- 
ing. This sparrow is ‘grainivorous.’ 
The other, or as it is there known by 
the name of ‘hedge sparrow,’ about the 
same size and color of the house spar- 
row, it has slim black legs and feet, 
end a very slender beak. The fields 
there are divided by live white thorn 
or black thorn, trimmed or pruned to 
from three to four feet thick and about 
‘five feet high, and it is in these 
hedges they build their nests of moss, 
straws, etc., Hning them with horse 
or bovines’ hair, never flying in flocks 
as the house sparrow; never touching 
grain, but always hunting insects, 
rarely touching fruit of any kind. They 
lay five solid blue eggs, and it is this 
bird’s nest that the cuckoo hunts, and 
in it lays one egg, which it leaves to 
the hedge sparrow to hatch, feed and 


raise, and frequently this young cuckoo. 


being much the -larger, ousts one or 
more of the young hedge sparrows. The 
cuckoo never builds a nest, but is a 
bird of passage. Ss. N.”

Cuban Oranges. 

HE tendency manifested among a 

certain class of editors and poli- 

ticilans. to disregard the solemn 
pledges made by this government in 
regard to.Cuba demands the attention 
not only of those who naturally dis- 
trust the wisdom of surrendering a 
share in the government of this coun- 
try to a race whose instincts and 
training disqualify them, but also of 
those whe will see in such action a 
surrender of the American markets 
likely to bring ruin to the American 
orange-grower. This is suggested by 
the. appearance in the eastern fruit 
journals of frequént paragraphs re- 
ferring to the departure of fruit deal- 
ers for Cuba and other West Indian 
islands, with the purpose of investigat- 
ing the chances of orange-growing 
there, with a view to supplying the At- 
lantic markets. 

The Fruitman’s Guide refers to well- 
founded rumors regarding the organi- 
zation of companies by eastern capi- 
talists to plant orchards in Cuba, in 
view of the disasters to the orange 
business in Florida and Louisiana, and 
quotes a prominent citizen as having 
given much attention to the matter. 
it is, he says, their plan to plant or- 
chards, and during the four.or five 
years necessary to bring them _ into 
bearing, to use the space between the 
trees for vegetables, which can be 
cheaply shipped to the northern mar- 
kets. New steamers of the Ward line 
are to be provided with refrigerating 
apparatus to meet the demands of such 
prospective business. “No thought 
seems to be taken of the possible effect 
upon the prosperity of the produce 
farmers of Florida and other States 
from which the present supply is de- 
rived, nor of the possible’ objection of 
the California citrus fruit grower to 
the surrender of their market in the in- 
terest of the fruit speculator. The 
gentleman quoted, among other things, 
refers to one point that suggests a 
wise policy _ California orange- 
growers. He say 

“Objection raised to Cuban 
oranges on the ground that they are 
coarse, pulpy and flavorless. with a 
poor texture of skin, but this can be 


overcome by proper cultivation. They 
= notech and 


anew tha 


that it that is it ‘has been 
in Florida, the flavor of the fruit will 
surpass anything known. It re- 
quired proper feeding to improve Flor- 
ida fruit, and if Cuban’ trees’ are 


treated.as well there will be no diffi-. 


culty. It is said that some of the wild 
oranges are beyond criticism as re+ 
gards flavor and size, and a careful ex- 
amination of the soil where they are 
grown has shown that it is due to the 
presence of potash. Up to date the 
Cuban planters, such as there are, have 
been careless in allowing cattle around 
the trees, and as a consequence the 
soil is saturated with ammonia.” 

It seems to me that it is well for 
California growers to be posted, both 
as regards any tendency to invite com- 
petition from a tropical section where 
cost of labor and every other condition 
favors a cheaper system than is pos- 
sible under American institutions, and 
also any method which can be availed 


of here to maintain and improve the 


quality of the California orange. 

~Our soil-and climaté-seem- superior to 
any other in the northern hemisphere 
for the production of a large, beautiful 
and highly-flavored orange. This is 
}especially true where the virgin soil of 


our young orchards furnishes the ele- | 


ments required. But it is undeniable 
that the excellence of our fruit is not 
improved with the age of our orchards, 
excepting where the drain of heavy 
cropping has been artificially supplied 
in generous quantity.. I admit that the 
analysis invariably shows potash in 
both our Riverside soil and water, but 
I am disposed to doubt if it is available 
for tree use. A careful personal ex- 
amination of many orchards convinces 
me that where many crops have been 
taken, without supplying the waste due 
to such heavy cropping through a se- 
ries of years, there certainly is a fall- 
ing off, not alone in the quantity pro- 
duced, but also in the texture, color 
and flavor. | 

Where liberal expenditure for ma- 
nures has been made, in many cases, 
I am sure that in many instances the 
elements required have not always 
been furnished in the proportions the 
particular case demanded. .Really sci- 
entific culture is not yet the, rule 
amoug our growers, and the value of 
fntelligent and faithful work in this 
direction is shown bv the fact that in 
some cases it has brought a very sat- 
isfactory result in certain orchards 
where heavy expense for fertilizing has 
not been made. 

If a study of these questions by our 
horticultural societies shall obtain for 
us the formulation of well ascertained 
principles which shall insure results— 
| though it is admitted thev must vary 
in some degree to meet different condi- 
tions of soil and glimate—we shall be 
in. a fair way to maintain our hold 
upon the markets. 

If the disclosure of the fact that the 
business cannot depend upon a mo- 
nopoly of the market shall restrain a 
too extravagant tendency in nlanting, 
it will do no harm, and if it forces 
those engaged in orange-growine to 
give the same attention to details as 
is required to win success in other call- 
ings. we shall not need to be depressed 
by the facts which furnish the text. for 
this article.—[Riverside Press. 


A Note on the Hardiness of Trees. 
HE. Department of Horticulture has 
for several years been codperating 
with the division of forestry of ¢he 

Department of Agriculture to test the 

hardiness of trees produced from seeds 

sent from various sections of the coun- 
try, north and south, east and west. 

The seeds were plantei- in plats; having 

the same soil and exposure, and hav- 

ing been subjected t> the same con- 
ditions. On March 7, 1898, notes were 
made on the effects of the winter undcn 

‘the trees, and some striking facts were 

revealed. As a rule, no injury was to 

be noted from the winter on trees 
grown from seeds sent from’ States 
either north or west cf this psint. On 
the other hand, trees from seed sent in 


points southeast. were very gener- 


ally injured from the coid. ‘The injury 
varied with both the species of trees 
and the location. Black walnut showed 
the greatest injury of any species, and 
was most affected when the seed had 
come from the southeastern coast re- 
gion, Georgia and Alabama. This point, 
esides being of scientific interest in 
Showing the decided effect of c’imate 
on the constitutionality of plants, hes 
also a practical value for the tree 
planter. It shows that trees from seed 
grown a¢ southeastern points must suf- 
fer more or less when subjected to this 
climate, and suggests that young trees 
transplanted from the same regions 
would be even more seriously affected. 
Further experiments along the same 
line are in progress under direction of 
the department.—[W. L. Hall, in Epit- 
omist. 


Tomato-growing. 

M. HILL, who proposes to start 
az cannery in Downey the coming 
"season, tells the Champion that 

for size, solidity and flavor, the to- 
matoes grown in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Downey are as fine as he has 
ever seen grown anywhere. The seeds 
‘should be sown in hot beds from the 
Ist to the 10th of February, or under 
cold frames early in January, with 
sash or cloth covers to protect from 
the frost. Transplant in cold frames 
March 15. Cheese cloth will do for 
cover; should the frost be unusually 
heavy throw on an additional cover at 
night. The plants in this frame are 
set 4x4 inches each way. Make the 
soil very’ rich, using as heavy soil as 
can be had. Transplant from April 15 
to May 1. The plants treated this way 
wall be grown and full of blossoms. 
Before taking them from the bed to 
transplant to the field, use plenty of 
water, so that the earth will adhere to 
the roots. With a spade cut down 
from 4 to 6 inches each way in the rows. 
Lift the. plants from the bed with a 
shovel, four plants at a time, with 
four or five inches of earth. If the 
earch is sufficiently wet the plants will 
slip off the shovel as you load them on 
the wagon to take to the field to trans- 
plant. 

Deep, , heavy. soil. will, produce heavy 
crops of firm fruit. Light, sandy soil 
will produce rive tomatoes from five 
to six weeks earlier than:those set out 


at the-same time that are small and’ 


tender. Any of Livingston’s red va- 
rieties are good, such as Beauty Favor- 
its, New Stone. Royal Dwarf. Hen- 
derson’s Ponderosa is a very solid, 
large, purple tomato and an immense 
yielder, and does not rot or speck. The 
Royal Dwarf can be planted 4x4 feet. 
This plant grows with foliage on short 
stems close to the hill, 
fruit and protecting it from sunburn. 
Large varieties should be planted &x8 
feet apart. Early Richmond will pro- 
duce ripe fruit earlier than any of the 
above varieties, but will not be in de- 
mand after the others ripen. Use any 
kind of marker to check your field one 
way: the other way a large single or 
two-horse plow will be required, 
Set out six rows at a trip with the 
wagon, handling the plants carefully 
so that the soil will adhere to the roots. 
If the soil is moist enough for any- 
thing to grow the plants will not need 
watering when set out. Tomato vines 
are voracious feeders. sending roots 
deen in’ every direction. using plant 
food that manv other plants lose in the 
soil.—[Pacific Rural Press.

His atten- 
tion was called to his claim by the fact 
that a member of the Third Missouri 
Regiment, who was not mustered out 
with the regiment, because of an. over- 
sight, drew full pay until the error was 
discovered.

GOVERNMENT FINANCES. In

change for gold. Certain people who 
wish for more radical measures urge 
that national bank notes are to depend 


for their security upon being Made a 
first on all the eommercial assets 
of the banks making the issue. The 
purpose of this is to relieve the banks 
of the burden of depositing bonds with 
the Traesurer of the United States to 
secure their issues, the govern- 
ment thereupon becoming bound for 
the redemption of the notes issued by 
the banks. This would give the hold- 
ers of such notes a specific advantoge 
over the depositors. Charles G. Dawes, 
Comptroller. of the Currency, in dis- 
cussing the question, says: “The prac- 
tical effect of a change from the pres- 
ent to the proposed system may be 
stated as follows: In case of insolvency 
under the present system of bank- -nofe 
issues, after the capital of the bawk 
is gone, the depositor has only the loss 
on the investment of his own money 
to bear, whereas, under the proposed 
systems, he must pay for an equal pér 
cent. of loss on the investment of the 
note-holder’s money, and by that much 
have his loss increased.’ As soon Aas 
this would become popularly compre- 
hended it is more than likely that de- 
positors would very quickly transfer 
their cash to banks which did not issue 
notes. 


COMMERCIAL. 

CITRUS FRUIT MARKETS. Orange- 
growers must feel reasonably well sat- 
isfied with their lot these spring dayg. 
Up to last night the shipments of lem- 
ons and oranges from the section sinte 
November 1, aggregate about 7500 car- 


loads. Some 80 carloads @ day are mov-; 
ing. and there are probably 2500 car- 


loads to be moved, That will probably 
include the crop of Valencia lates, and 
the shipments of lemons during the 
summer and fall. Navel oranges are 
Nearly all gone now, but what are 
left are selling at $2.25 to $2.75 per 
box f.0.b., at points of shipment. Some 
particularly desirable fruit, as to size 
and condition, bring $3. But these 
are very scarce. Seedlings are now 
going out at a pretty live y rate, and 
are bringing $1.25 to $1.75 per box in 
car lots. f.o.b. Most of the crop now 
remaining are of this kind. There are 
some Mediterranean Sweets going, and 
these bring $2 to $2.25 for choice to 
fancy. No Valencias are going yet, as 
they are not quite mature, and be- 
sides. they will be held for late sum- 
mer trade. The scarcity of other fruits, 
both fresh. cured and canned, and 
the late blizzards which cut off garden 
truck and berry crops in the Missis« 
eippi Valley, are making a good mar- 
ket for oranges. Lemous are moving 
pretty freely to meet the demand from 
Chicago westward. East of the city 
named Sicily lemons are filling all the 
markets. The price for lemons is fairly 
good, $2 per box in round lots, for 
choice grades. Not many are going in 
car lots, but in mixed cars, Los being 
oranges.

GLASS STREETS. United States 

Consul Covert, who is stationed at Ly- 
ons. France, gives to the government 
an account of the experiments that 
have been made in that city with glass 
blocks in the paving of streets. The 
blocks are what is Known as ceramic 
stone, which is devitrified glass, 
The experiments began in October, 
i898. when one of the principal streets 
of Lyons was paved with. these blocks, 
and a trial of three months of hard and 
constant usage demonstrates the ‘e- 
tire utility of the enterprise. The ad- 
vantages claimed for the new pave- 
ment are that the blocks-have a great- 
er resistance than stone, they are poor 
conductors of heat and cold, and ice 
does not readily form upon them, dirt 
does not accumulate upon the surface, 
they will not retain microbes, and they 
are more durable and not more costly 
than stone. 

The blocks are made by heating 
broken glass tO a température of 1°50 
degrees and pressing the molten mass 
into matrices by hydraulic power. Un- 
der this process the glass becomes de- 
vitrited and opaque but retains all 
the cther physical properties of natural 
pass. The process gives the Mocks 
the properiy of resisting a crushing 
force. frost and heavy shocks. When 


. readv. for laying the blocks are eight 


inches square, each being checkered 
and :o laid that water cannot filter 
through the places of juncture.

INDIAN LEADER ARRESTED. 


Quarreling Red Men are Quiet, but 
Outbreak Is Feared. 

Pat Miguel, the leader of the trouble- 

some Indians at Yuma, where the 


United States Marshal and four of his 


deputies went to quell the disturbance, 
has been arrested and was taken to 
San Bernardino yesterday for a hearing 
before United States Commissioner 
Cole. Deputy McCulloch accompanied 
the prisoner from Yuma to San Bernar- 
dino. The marshal and two of his dep- 
uties remained at Yuma to quell any 


| further trouble which might arise. 


Miguel is the Indian who is charged 
with setting fire to the schoolhouse, 
after several of the Indian children had 
died there from measles. 

Word was received in Los Angeles 
yesterday from Yuma to the effect that 
there was still considerable feeling 
among the Indians against the Catholic 
school. The communication stated that 
the mother superior and others were 
fearing an outbreak, but that all was 
quiet at the time, and no resistance had 
been offered to the arrest of Miguel. « 

The two sections of the tribe have 
been at daggers’ points for some time 
over a difference in their beliefs on 
the school question. One faction de- 
sires to educate the children, while the 
other opposes the schools and wants 
the young folks reared in the paths of 
their. forefathers. Measles broke out 
among the tribe, and several children 
died from the disease. It was not long 
after this that the government school- 
house was destroyed by fire, and Miguel 
is suspected of having caused the blaze.

The justices of the peace and con- 
stables of the county may now rest easy, for 
such is the effect of the decision handed 
down by Judge Williams in the Superior 
Court yesterday, in the case of Wesley Bo- 
ling et al. vs. Ventura coynty. Boling, with 
Justice Wright's and Constable ‘Graham's 


the county in Justice Dewitt’s court of Mon- 
talvo 
January and February. These claims had 
been duly filed at the proper time with the 
Board of Supervisors, but, together with all 
other such claims, wére ordered rejected by 
the Supervisors at their March session, ow- 
ing to the fact that the board desired a 
judgment against the county before allow-
